The picket 
line, formed on Salem Street, 
has been maintained continuos— 
ly since then, 

No work is going on in the 
struck plant, nor in the Redi- 
Mix Cement plant, which is on 
the same site, and is omed in 
part by the same interests as 
the Benevento plant. 

Redi-Mix employees, already 
union members, refused to 
cross the picket line. Only 
one office employee is on the 
Benevento property, to answer 
the telephone.

Two Schools is Possibility 

Valtz & Kimberly have been 
discussing plans for the first 
of three Junior High Schools 
projected on a long range plan 
by the committee. The school 
site decided on is the 12.2

No costs for the school have 
yet been determined, but the 
committee has expressed hopes 
of keeping the cost down to 
$900,000. 

The instructions to the arch-

IN $150,990 THEFT 
John J. Gray, 30 years old,

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THOUGHTS ON ZONING 
Wilmington has a special town meeting coming 
up on Sept. 12th. According to some ways of 
thinking it is supposed to be devoted to Urban 
Renewal, but undoubtedly other items will creep 


in for consideration, including, perhaps re- 
zoning. We may not have time later to discuss 
this - so lets get a few thoughts off our chest 

Wilmington's Zoning By-Law, voted in 1955, 
is one of the better examples of zoning in the 
Commonwealth. It was prepared by an Harvard 
professor, at a cost of $4500, 

The Zoning By Law was built around Route 93, 
end as much as possible pulled us away from the 
old concept of "strip-zoning" where 300 feet on 
each side of a railroad or highway was zoned 
for industry on the theory that some industry, 
ranging anywhere from a cotton mill to a rag 
picker might want some land, and have plenty to 
offer hiim might be a good idea. 

Instead our basic thought today is to have 
solid blocks of industrial land around the 
exits of Route 93. We are trying to keep our 
industry in one part of town, and out of the 
other parts, to make them better for residen- 
tial areas. 

It must be admitted that immediately after 
we had established this precept we turned 
around and violated it, when we voted to make 
the Barrows farm Industrial, for AVCO. Perhaps 
we would do this again, if a $20 million plant 
of a desirable type wanted it, but our thought 
of the moment is that we would give it a long 
and hard look, and the further away from 93 the 
site was, the longer and harder we would look. 

Keep our industry on 93. Those industrial 
areas not on 93 should not be allowed to expand 
if we can help it, and if possible they should 
be made smaller or erased. That's how we feel. 

Let us examine Route 93 in some detail. 

The Northern Zone 

In the northern part of Wilmington we have 
some 600 acres of land, zoned for industry. The 
idea is good, but we have no real takers as 
yet. 

We think this Should be expanded, 
time, and for the last time. 

There are two main characteristics of this 
area. The first of these centers on Ballerdvale 
Street, and the second on Andover Street. 


at this 


The Ballardvale Street area should become, | 


in time, a network, more or less, of industrial 
highways, built for trucks, and used by trucks. 
The present industrial zone sHould be expanded 
to about twice its size, with the understanding 
that this is the final vote. The roads within 
the industrial area should lead to the inter- 
section of 125 and 93, including one that 
should be built to give access to the land west 
of 93, which cannot now be entered by any road 
in Wilmington. 

This area, as we say, should be one huge 
block. It should not extend any closer than say 
500 feet to Andover Street, but should go north 
wards, eastward, and perhaps southward from its 
present locale. 

The second street in the area - Andover 
Street - is a horse of a different color. 

No industry should be allowed on Andover 
Street, or eastward of Andover Street, along 
125. We are not in favor of industrial zones 
on 125, because at their very best they would 
be nothing but strip zoning and in the long run 
would do more harm than good. 

Andover Street has the finest potential of 
any street in town, for future residential 
areas. We are not talking about 10,000 foot 
lots, or perhaps not about 22,500 foot lots. We 
are talking about larger lots, with fine homes. 
All the homes on Andover Street today are of 
this type, and the characteristic should be 
preserved and encouraged. 

To allow strip zoning along Route 125 would 
be a deterrent to this tendency. 

Concord Street 

Here we have another interchange, on Route 
93, and here we should have an industrial zone. 
By and large this zone should be East of the 
new highway, and all the way to the North Rea- 
F ne. There are some half dozen homes in

the area, which can be protected by proper buf- 
fer zones, but we are not in favor of expansion 

Adjacent, in North Reading, is an area which 
looks like a Jules Verne description of the 
moon - thanks to gravel merchants. North Read- 
ing hopes to make this industrial. The two in- 
dustrial areas should meet each other - with no 
homes to cause interference. 

In Wilmington the two areas involved are at 


present gravel pits which can still be rescued. 
Making these into industrial areas will give 
us areas which will not use the town's high- 
ways, as in both cases their exits will be 
very close to the Route 93 exits. 

We are not in.favor so much of an indus- 
trial zone on the west side of Route 93. The 
highway itself would thus be the barrier, in 
this area But, we will admit that there are 
good and valid reasons why the sandpit known 
as "Smith's No. 1" should be made induectrt a1 

Only two hpmes would be involved in such an 
operation, and it is quite possible that the 
owners could be persuaded to sell. We conld 
then have a right of way right from the Route 
93 exit into this proposed industrial area. 

If the entrance is proposed to be any other 
than the one right beside the Route 93 exit 
Smith's Sand Pit should not be industrialized, 
It would not be good policy to turn Woburn St. 
into a truckway. 

No industry should be allowed north of Con- 
cord Street, on the west side of 93, now or any 
time in the future. 

Route 129 

At the intersection of Route 129 and Route 
93 is an area which should have been made in- 
dustrial 5 years ago, and which should be made 
industrial today. 

We are referring tu the land behind the for- 
mer East Wilmington Improvement Association 
building - land of about 25 acres in area, 

It is a natural industrial zone, People 
living beyond it have combined, in the past, to 
block any industrial efforts. Their efforts 
zealous as they are, in our opinion are mis- 
guided. : 

A few weeks ago we suggested in this e« 
that a road be built througn, from WobuEe Bey 
to West Street, in the present industrial zone. 
We have had some favorable comments, thank you, 

We believe this to be a requisite, for the 
future of the town. When this road is built we 
should also round off the sharp corner of Eames 
and Woburn Streets, so that trucks coming ‘from 
such places as Raffi & Swanson, or National 
ae cee ees can Pole south on Woburn Street,

The 3-towm Reading area rec- 
orded another active 6-month 
period in-home building with a 
total of $1,780,200 through 
June this year compared to $1, 
977,920 for the first six 
months a year ago.

Homes Still Lead in Demand 
Rising demands for land for 
shopping centers, manufactur- 
ing cdmpanies and further in- 
dustrial expansion compete 
with residential subdivision 
and recreational purposes in 
taking over more and more farm 
properties in New England. 
This situation is prevalent 
throughout the nation accord- 
ing to the Greater Boston Real 
Estate Board which recently 
noted that recreational - proper 
ties have increased in cost 
over 48 percent of the United 
States. It is estimated that 
up to 2 million families have 
a vacation home in addition to 
a year ‘round residence. 
Land being used for residen- 
tial subdivision still repre- 
sents the most active market.
